Preparations for the re-opening 
of schools next Monday provided 
a m ajor topic of study for po­ 
licemen 
today 
as C hief A. G. 
K ettm ann readied his staff for 
added traffic patrol duties and 
w arned the public of increased 
traffic hazards starting Sept. 13. 
"Motorists w ho have become 
accustomed 
to 
ignoring 
school 
zones during the sum m er months 
are rem inded to exercise extra 
caution 
starting 
Monday,” 
the 
chief said. "Strict enforcem ent of 
school traffic safety laws is on 
the agenda starting next week.” 


SPEED LIMITS in school zones, 
school bus stops, observance of 
school traffic patrol signals and 
the like w ill be enforced strictly 
this season. 
“We haven’t had a school bus 
accident or trouble in school zones 
and we intend to keep it th at 
w ay if we possibly can,” K ett­ 
m ann said. 
Howard Poe, m em ber of the 
police foKce who was in charge 
of school safety Work fast sea­ 
son, is again on the job and lin­ 
ing up a busy program for this 
year. 


IN ADDITION. Chief K ettm ann 
said, more m em bers of the force 
have 
been 
taking 
refresher 
courses in school safety and it 
will play a prom inent part in 
traffic enforcem ent here this fall. 
School safety patrols and school 
bus safety guards, recruited from 
the school children, w ill again 
be organized. U nder direction of 
George Bond, transportation su­ 
perintendent for the school sys­ 
tem, and technical advice from 
Traffic Office Poe, the patrols 
and guards w ill be on the same 
efficient basis this fall. 
"We’ll be ready M onday when 
school opens—and strongly urge 
Village m otorists to be the same.

99 from a point a few miles east 
of Redlands to Beaumont and 
widening

60-70-99 from 
Palm Springs Junction eastw ard 
10 miles are two m ajor projects 
affecting Palm Springs and the 
desert 
area, 
recom mended 
for 
early action by the highw ay com­ 
m ittee of the state cham ber of 
commerce. 
Completion 
of 
the 
four-lane 
divided freew ay between Red­ 
lands and Beaum ont will pro­ 
vide Villagers w ith a four-lane 
highway all of the way to Los 
Angeles and the Coast points be­ 
yond. 


AT 
PRESENT, 
a 
four-lane 
highway extends from Los A n­ 
geles to Colton and will soon be 
open to Redlands. Some sections 
of 
the 
new 
Colton-Redlands 
stretch are now in use. From Red­ 
lands, up Reservoir Hill and be­ 
yond, a four-lane highw ay now 
extends for eight miles. From the 
end 
of that four-lane divided 
highway the road is a tw o-lane 
affair for seven miles to B eau­ 
mont w ith the exception of some 
“vertical curves” w here the high­ 
way crosses hills. 
This 
seven-m ile 
stretch 
is 
marked for early action. From 
Beaumont to Palm Springs junc­ 
tion the highw ay is again four- 
lane and from W hitew ater Point 
to a point just north of the city 
limits, it is four-lane. Plans for 
a four-lane road from

w ater Point to the junction have 
already been draw n.

LIQUOR CONTROL UP AGAIN. 
Not one, but TWO, proposed 
constitutional am endm ents on the liquor question w ill come before 
California voters next November. One is sponsored by the California 
Tem perance Federation, the other by various groups interested in 
the question. 
There arc three principle reasons w hy the liquor 
problem is being brought to the voters again: 1) A desire for more 
strict regulations. 
2) Dissatisfaction w ith the present state-con­ 
trolled system . 3) A renew ed prohibition movement. 
A little later on, The D esert Sun w ill discuss the tw o proposals 
and point out the difference in them for the guidance of voters. 
Their m ethods of bringing about more strict regulations are quite 
different—and interesting. In this article we would like to bring 
to the attention of readers some background on the problem in 
general th at m ust be considered w hen voting on ANY liquor 
control m easure. 
1. According to independent polls, G5 per cent of our adult 
citizens use alcoholic beverages. N inety-five per cent of those who 
indulge do so socially—and in m oderation—and create no social 
problem. 
, 
2. There are three states w here NO distilled spirits can legally 
be sold: 
Kansas, Oklahoma and Mississippi. There are in these 
states some 2800 individuals who hold U nited States internal reve­ 
nue tax stam ps to sell spirituous liquors—and do so openly regard­ 
less of the state laws. 
3. Local option has had the tendency to drive liquor sales under 
cover rath er than reduce the num ber of users. In 1918, w ith four- 
fifths of the nation legally dry, w e had the largest per capita con­ 
sumption of alcoholic beverages in our history. 
4. M odern rackets—w hich have spread to num erous comm odi­ 
ties and services—w ere born in national prohibition days, and these 
same lawless conditions exist to a lesser degree under local option. 
5. Local option creates a problem w hereby districts th at stay 
w et have an unfair economic advantage over those th at go dry. 


THE VOTER'S CHOICE therefore seems betw een the lesser of two 
evils. And it is a difficult choice to m ake, regardless of the m oral 
issue. No one w ants to encourage gangsters, bootleggers, m oon­ 
shiners and vicious crim inals who see in prohibition—and local 
option—the chance to make millions of dollars by supplying illegal 
liquor to dry communities. Then, too, the control of liquor can 
become a political racket. 
It must be adm itted by all. however, th at the sale and distribu­ 
tion of liquor m ust be controlled in some m anner . . . th at m inors 
must be protected . . . that drinking to excess causes a trem endous 
social problem and costs th e taxpayers of this country m illions of 
dollars. 
So these two proposed constitutional am endm ents on the liquor 
problem will bring the perplexing problem s before the people 
again. They are w orthy of much thought and consideration—too 
im portant for last-m inute decision.

Them Home Rights 


Of much interest to the many 
trailer dwellers in the Village is 
the proposal of the Los Angeles 
Lawyers club to exempt house- 
trailers from creditors ’claims as 
other homes are exempted. 
The Los Angeles club, accord­ 
ing. to articles received by local 
a t t o r n e y s , thinks legislation 
should be enacted 
to provide 
$1,000 exemption. 
“The use of house trailers has 
become not only universal but 
necessary,” the club says in its 
statement of reasons. 
“Thousands of residents are 
living in the only home they 
have, consisting of a house trailer. 
The trailer as such cannot be 
homesteaded, nor is there any 
provision under California law 
for its exemption. It seems abso­ 
lutely imperative that a family 
living in a house trailer as a 
home should be perm itted to con­ 
tinue to have the same protec­ 
tion as against his creditor either 
in state court proceedings or any 
bankruptcy proceedings.
